ent than before Sept. 1 1. 2001. 

A cross-section of parents, stu- 
dents, business professionals and 
government officials across Lake 
County told us that as the impor- 
tance of family and being conscious 
of one's surroundings have intensi- 
fied during the past year, most resi- 
dents are refusing to live in fear. 

Carolyn Mahoney of Gurnee, 
former Gurnee American Legion 
commander has served in the armed 
services for 22 years, said the 9/11 
tragedy has not kept her from flying. 

"It's affected me, but it really 
hasn't really changed the way I live," 

said the 13-year Gurnee resident. 
"You can't be afraid." 

Mahoney said she has flown 
since Sept. 11 despite a phobia of 
being in the air and supports the 
heightened safety measures regard- 
less of the extra time it requires. 
"Maybe they should have started 
them before; — it's not inconvenient." 

Likewise, Judy Martini of 
Antioch, District 1 Lake County 
board member, continues to fly. 
While she hasn't reduced her num- 
ber of airplane trips, Martini, who has 
lived in Aintioch for a quarter century, 
said she has become more observant 
in public places, especially airports. 

For Martini, a feeling of uneasi- 
ness follows her whenever she is 
away from the privacy of her own 
home. 

"I'm more aware of my sur- 
roundings. I pay more attention to 
what's around me," she said.

Within 
minutes, members of the Lake 
County Sheriffs Office Highway 
Patrol saw the suspect driving at 
the intersection of Grass Lake Road 
and Route 59 in unincorporated 
Antioch. 

"We had him under arrest by 1 1 
p.m.," said Govekar. 

Gohr was taken into custody at 
the Lake County Jail without inci- 
dent. His vehicle and boat were 
impounded.

'We will fight on and die if nec- 
essary rather than give up our inher- 
itance and birthright/" resident 
Darrell May read from his own 
story, a prophecy for Antioch. 

May, and other residents, 
expressed concern over the com- 
bined planning and zoning board's 
willingness to recommend that the 
village board change some of its 
wording in zoning ordinances as 
well as in the Comprehensive Plan 
to accommodate Neumann Homes. 
The Village of Antioch is in the thick 
of hashing out the details to fulfill 
the requirements of the "memoran- 
dum of understanding" to arrive at a 
"global settlement" in the litigation 
largely over sewer and water in 
Antioch's East-Sub Area. 

"But thev were not listened to 
and the gates were thrown open 
and the general and his army 
marched in and had their way with 
the town and its people, and took 
away their inheritance and 
birthright," May continued. "When 
they left they met roving bands of 



brigands and barbarians and said to 
them, 'Go to that town called Nice 
for it is easy pickings as I have con- 
quered it and carried away its 
gates.'" . 

Though commissioner Frank 
Johnson voted to recommend the 
developer's newest proposal, he was 
consistently the "no" vote as 
Neumann Homes petitioned for 
changes that would allow this new 
plan for 960 homes on 450 acres to go 
through without the developer having 
to ask for variances. Commissioner 
Tom Baba was absent. 

Johnson's negative vote was not 
enough to stave off the following 
recommendations: change the PUD

same ordinance allowing possible 
waivers for some sidewalks; to 
change the same ordinance to allow 
for flexibility in block lengths; to 
allow for coterminous filing that 
would allow a request for a change 
to the Comprehensive Plan in con- 
junction with requesting a zoning 
change; and, finally, a request that 
the Comprehensive Plan be amend- 



ed to indicate commercial and resi- 
dential use for a 55-acre site 
Neumann Homes hopes to annex 
into the village. 

Residents were especially con- 
cerned about the proposed changes 
to the Comprehensive Plan. 

Mary Dominiak said, "People 
don't know what this meaning is 
about. Comprehensive means 
'total.'" 

. Business owner and resident 
Sandi Siegmeier chimed in and 
asked, "Why are we making a hasty 
change to the Comprehensive Plan?" 

Bob Silhan, director of plan- 
ning, zoning and building for the 
Village of Antioch said, "I don't 
believe the Comprehensive Plan is 
'just' a guide. The Comprehensive 
Plan is an important document. We 
are looking at a proposal that will 
change it so that it is realistic given 
the economy and the market place." 

He added that it is projected the 
population of Antioch is 20,000 by 
the year 2020. '"It's coming," he said. 

John Horan pontificated, "This 
whole tiling is a sham. We're giving 
them (Neumann Homes) carte 
blanche."

"Bless their hearts, they've 
struck out three times before, but 
they're trying to convince you mat 
these strikes are balls," said resident 
Ron Riepe during the public hearing 
for the newest Neumann Homes 
proposal. "They're hoping that four 
balls will get them a walk." 

Neumann Homes may well get 
that walk as the combined planning 
and zoning board voted unani- 
mously, with one absent, to make a 
recommendation to the board of 
directors of the Village of Antioch 
that it approve the PUD (planned 
unit development) request for 960 
single-family houses on 450 acres of 

what is commonly referred to as the 
Anest property. 

Tom Burney, one of the 
Neumann Homes attorneys said he 
felt the proposal was a "win, win, 
win" for everybody. While he 
stressed that the developer was 
"bound by the standards of the PUD 
(ordinance), and asking for no vari- 
ances," audience members threw 
back the fact that four ordinance 
changes were approved for further 
consideration by the village board 
immediately prior to this newest 

proposal. 

Resident Marianne Guy said, 

"The agreement (memorandum of 
understanding) said Neumann 
Homes had to following existing 
ordinances. They didn't ask for vari- 



ances, but they asked for amend- 
ments to the ordinance. It's painful- 
ly clear to me that this public hear- 
ing is just a formality. They have not 
listened to Antioch and presented 
an acceptable proposal." 

Initially, Neumann Homes had 
sought 1,390 homes on 634 acres in 
February 2000. The plan was revised 
in the summer of that year and the 
number of homes reduced to 1,308. 
One year later, and after litigation in 
Antioch's East-Sub Area was under 
way, that proposal was denied. 

In September 2001, a proposal 
was presented to the Village for 
1,240 on the same property. The 
developer said this proposal was 
being presented as a way to "miti- 
gate damages" of the lawsuit. That 
proposal was denied on Jan. 21 of 
this year. 

The newest proposal is offered 
as part of the memorandum of 
understanding agreed to by all par- 
ties (Village of Antioch, Lake 
County, Lake County Forest 
Preserve District, Deercrest and 
Neumann Homes) in an effort to 
settle the two-year litigation over 
water and sewer easements in 
Antioch's East-Sub area. 

The Lake County Forest Preserve 
District has agreed to buy nearly 104 
acres of the original 634, those in the 
most sensitive areas of the property, 
leaving the 450 acres Neumann 
Homes intends to develop. 

Bob Silhan, director of plan- 
ning, zoning and building for the 



village explained that the property 
was annexed in 19B9 with R-l (resi- 
dential) zoning, and the 
Comprehensive Plan (approved in 
1991) doesn't supercede the existing 
zoning for this property. 

In making his recommendation 
to the board that it, in turn, recom- 
mend the village board to approve 
the PUD, he said, "I'm trying to 
compare apples to apples. We ought 
to look at the amount of open space 
in this area due Neumann Homes 
offer to sell to the Forest Preserves." 
He added that there has been an 
18.2 percent increase in lot sizes 
that now range from 7,800-17,000 
square feet. Open space, figured on 
the PUD ordinance formula, calcu- 
lates to 21.4 percent, more than 
double the 10 percent required. 

. "This is a substanUally improved 
plan from that that tin's board had 
previously approved," he said. 

"I am dismayed at the predica- 
ment you are asked to work under," 
said resident Pete Bolander. "Tin's is 
just a 'done deal' to many in author- 
ity." 

Village attorney Donald 
Anderson explained that the role of 
the combined planning and zoning 
board is advisory in nature. 
"Political and philosophical con- 
cerns should not enter into the deci- 
sion," he said. "The board should

make a recommendation based on 
the degree of conformance or lack 
of conformance with our (village) 
ordinances."

"Who authorizes you to draft ordi- 
nances?" Trustee Barbara Porch asked village 
attorney Don Anderson during a special meet- 
ing of the board of directors of the Village of 
Antioch. ;■'■' 

Porch was notably upset about 11 ordi- 
nances being placed on the agenda for "first 

readings" by Anderson when the board hadn't 
authorized him to write them. 

"Doesn't it make more work for the attor- 
ney?" Porch further asked. "There are 10 or 1 1 
ordinances on here that we didn't authorize." 

Porch initially started asking questions 
when she noticed there was an ordinance 
"annexing 55-acre parcel." The public hearing 
regarding that proposed annexation was held 
about four hours earlier that evening, and the 
board never voted one way or another to 
approve the annexation. 



"We're deviating from procedure," said 
Porch. "I don't see where on the agenda we're 
annexing the property." 

Defending himself, Anderson said, "Some 
of these ordinances are very complex, and will 
require multiple readings. We're under time 
constraints (because of the memorandum 
understanding)." 

Porch earlier took issue with making text 
changes to the Comprehensive Plan as well as 
making a land use change to the 
Comprehensive Plan. Both were done at 
Neumann Homes' request so the 55-acres 
could be annexed in as a combination of B-3 
(commercial) and E-l (estate/residential). 

"This confuses me how this can be back to 
us so quickly," she said. "When I first became 
a trustee, I wanted to make some changes to 
the Comprehensive Plan and was told there is 
a lengthy process."

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Bad behavior threatens skate park

Though the grand opening of Antioch's 
new skate park was just held Sept. 5, a few rot- 
ten apples could well spoil the whole barrel of 
fun. 

"I'm really disappointed," said Laurie 
Stahl, director of the parks and recreation 
department. "We're not going to have any 
choice but to put a fence and lock the gates if 
things don't change." 

Stahl said pop machines were installed for 
the convenience of those using the park, but 
the empties aren't making it to the trashcans. 
"Public works is totally fed up because every 
morning the park is trashed," she said. "There 
are trash cans all over 'the place. It really 
shouldn't be this way." 

In addition to having a problem with 
trashcans, some of the park users are alleged- 
ly having problems with trash mouths. "It's 
not all of the kids, some are really very nice," 
Stahl said. "But some of the others are totally 



disrespectful and have been smarting off to 
the police officers and other village employees 
who are trying to make sure this is nice, safe 
experience for everyone." 

Stahl said the pop machines would be 
pulled at the end of the month if the trash 
doesn't make its way into the cans provided, 
and a fence will go up soon. "What happens 
to this park is really up to the kids," stressed 
Stahl. "Some of them have said we (the village) 
'owe' them this park for all the times their 
skateboards have been taken away when they 
were using them where they shouldn't. 
Antioch has laws prohibiting skating down- 
town, and we don't owe them anything 
because they weren't able to follow the rules." 

A full copy of the skate parks rules is print- 
ed in the September village newsletter, along 
with a waiver form for parents/guardians to 
sign; 

Of those rules, Stahl said she wants to 
make sure mat all users are wearing helmets. 
"You can fix broken bones, but not broken 
heads if something were to happen," she said.

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"People have bonded together and are 
more patriotic and more proud to be an 
American. 9/11 will be engraved in people's 
minds for decades." 

For others, like Susan Cox of Wadsworth, 
the visible signs of 9/ 1 1 have permeated sever- 
al aspects of her life. 

"I have not flown since then and nor do I 
plan to— I'm watching my mailbox and every- 
thing," said Cox whose family were pioneers of 
Lake County. "It certainly popped the bubble 
of our disillusionment of being safe in our own 

country." 

Cox, a substitute teacher and assistant for 
her husband's architectural company, said the 
wide coverage of terrorism on the television 
has interrupted her children's childhood. 
They're not the happy, innocent melting pot 
kids as they were before." 

While Cox believes her children will even- 
tually regain a sense of normalcy, she said 
right now they are suspicious of foreigners. 
"Whenever they see a Middle Easterner, they 
ask, 'could that be one of them?'" 

Raised awareness is what Sergeant Paul 
Werfelmann of the Mundelein Police 
Department also uses to explain how 9/ 11 has 
made a difference in the way he goes about his 
day. 

"You're a little bit more aware of your sur- 
roundings knowing that everything we have 
can be taken away from you in a blink of an 
eye," said Werfelmann who has a 7th and 10th 
grader. "You look at your kids a little different- 
ly and give them a hug whenever you can." 

Evie Bennett, national sales manager or 
William Frick and Company in Libertyville, 
said though her priorities have shifted, she is 
not postponing or canceling a family trip to 
Disney World this September. 



"Consciously, I very aware of our allies. 
I'm understanding what it means to be a 
superpower; I'm sensitive to 'our country's 
involvement with any other nation— that's 
very real to me now," she said. 

Bennett, who travels every month for her 
job, said her family will keep traveling and 
makes sure when she says good bye, it's 
always on good terms. "We're going to keep 
doing, keep going out." 

According to Zack Engels, 12 of Fremont 
Township, the definition of family has also 
developed a newer meaning for Americans in 
light of 9/1 1. "It's brought me closer to my rel- 
atives and people I haven't seen in awhile," 
said Engels whose family last year decided to 
visit relatives in Tennessee partially because of 

9/11. 

Engels said the terrorist attacks have also 
affected his friend's social dynamics. 

"They act differently— they don't joke 
about stuff anymore; they're more serious," he 
said. "It's made everybody think twice about 
something." 

More physical signs of patriotism are also 
evident. For love of country sentiments are 
plastered on car bumpers, storefront windows 
and on people's clothing. Engels said he's 
noticed more American flags flying and stick- 
ers that say T love America' since Sept. 11. 

Engel's friend, Phil Senour, also 12 and 
going into 7th grade at Fremont Middle School 
said his family called his relatives in 
Pennsylvania everyday weeks after 9/11. 

When asked if the Sept. 11 attacks have 
changed the way he lives his life day to day, he 
said, "I think so because it makes me want to 
change my life for a better cause and not make 
so many mistakes. You never now when 
something will happen."

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ri 1930 the infamous Chicago mobster, 
Frank "the Enforcer" Nitti, purchased a 
Cadillac limousine from a Chicago deal- 
er. The stretch sedan was one of 420 
built. 

No job was too big for this six-passenger 
car. If more men were needed to carry out an 
order, Nitti could simply pull up the jump seats 
and fit a total of nine grown men in the car. 

Years after Nitti's death, a collector in . 
Indiana purchased the vehicle where it just 
sat, deteriorating. When the owner passed 
away, the car was donated to a not-for-profit 
organization in Texas. In May the car was 
auctioned and that is when Volo Illinois Auto 
Museum purchased the car. Unrestored, this 
black beauty takes you back to a time when 
the mob controlled the city. This prowling 
monster is now on permanent public display 
at the west Lake County museum. Visitors 
can now see a real gangster car in its original 
state, just as it was when it roamed the 
streets of Chicago in the '30s and MOs. 

Nitti was Al Capone's right-hand man. 
Nitti was born in Italy and came to the 
United States in 1888 as a poor boy. He 
began his career in crime in Brooklyn where 
he worked as a barber, fencing stolen goods 
for his "shady customers. Becoming quite 
successful at peddling these stolen items, 
Nitti caught Capone's attention. He began 
working in Capone's outfit and became very 
good at smuggling Canadian whiskey into 
Chicago. 

When Al Capone was incarcerated in 



1929, Nitti inherited the Outfit and, together 
with Paul Ricca, ran the mob. In 1930 was 
charged with tax evasion and in an attempt 
to avoid doing time he disappeared to Italy. 
Shortly after he was caught by federal agents 
and subsequently spent 18 months in jail. 

Soon after his release from prison, two 
Chicago policemen set up Nitti. In December 
1932, these two officers paid Nitti a visit. 
They shot Nitti three times; he took a bullet 
to the neck, right chest and back near the 
spinal cord. The policemen claimed the 
mobsters made the first move and they were 
just responding. 

After recovering from his wounds, Nitti 
returned to the Outfit and expanded his 
business to involve gambling and Hollywood 
extortion. Nitti and his partners in the mob 
were soon charged for extortion. On March - 
19, 1943, Nitti and his partners had a heated 
argument about the case. The mob wanted 
Frank to take all the blame for the charges or 
else he would have to face severe conse- 
quences. However, Nitti wanted to take 
everyone down with him. That night he had 
to choose between being wiped out by the 
mob or spending time in a 9' x 6' jail cell. 
Both options were inconceivable to him. This 
time there was no way out. After the meeting, 
Nitti took a walk to the railroad tracks near 
his house, sat by the fence, pulled out a .32 
caliber revolver and shot himself in the head 
three times. This time there was no miracu- 
lous recovery and Nitti became the only mob 
leader known to commit suicide.

; talks about is her sex life, which 
as you can imagine could be

the hip districts of San Francisco. 
The particulars in the movie are covered in more detail in the review of 
the film. 

Like an athlete at the top of their game, Margaret is at her peak, or so 
it seems. She believes she is in a "fertile writing period." She reads a lot 
(she used to live over a bookstore owned by her parents) and this appears 
to be a catalyst for intellectually processing her own experiences with 
those of others. 

Within a week after the events of Sept. 1 1 of last year, she was using it 
as material for humor. She observed that comics "make jokes as a means 
of easing the pain" of a situation. The key is that the joke does not have a

Cho aspires to be an entertainer as well as a motivational speaker. 
When asked what she thought about the pointed observations of writer 
and film director Michael Moore, whose film "Bowling for Columbine," 
received an extended standing ovation at this year's Cannes film festival, 
she said with admiration that he's "...unafraid to question what's going 
on in the world" and "He's a genius." 

Speaking of other recent movies, something a film critic always wants 
' do, Cho said that she liked "Blue Crush" because of its femininity as com- 
pared to the total jock mentality of "XXX." Regardless of whether you 
agree with her on a given point, she always gives you something to think 
about. She has a message that is universal in declaring that "We have 
, opportunities closed off for us because of what we think of ourselves." 
When we think we have it tough, it's a good idea to look over our shoul- 
der and see where we have come from as a means of letting us know that 
we can still have control over where we want to go. It was never easy and 
never will be.

It hasn't been staged in the 
Chicago area for some time, and the production directed by Ray Frewen at Drury Lane 
Oakbrook in Oakbrook Terrace is worth the trip. . 

Ann Whitney and Tony Mockus, the leads in this show, are very much in character and a 
pleasure to watch. As Ethel and Nonnan Thayer, a long-married New England couple conver- 
sant in each other's idiosyncracies, they fit like together like a pair of well-worn gloves. 

The script covers familiar ground but is filled with witticisms. Ethel won't let her partner, 
who is about to turn 80, describe themselves as "a nice middle-aged couple." She insists, 
"People don't live to be 150!" Later, when Billy, the son of their daughter's fiancd, asks how it 
feels to become an octogenarian, Norman quips: "Twice as bad as turning 40." 

The play opens in May as the couple opens up their 
cottage in Maine where they hope to spend their 48th 
summer there picking berries, reading, playing board 
games, gossiping with the postman and listening to the 
lovely but haunting cries of the loons that inhabit a 
small lake just outside their front door. 

Norman's memory isn't as good as it used to be, and he has occasional heart palpitations. 
He can be withdrawn and something of a sourpuss, too; and his many prejudices against 
Italians, Jews and lesbians are as firm as ever. But his spirit is strong even as he fusses with the 
local paper hoping to find a suitable "position" for a man of his years in the want ads. 

When Norman's estranged daughter (played with remarkable verve by Kathryn Jaeck) 
stops for a visit and leaves her .beau's 13-year-old son (good work by Jacob Zachar) for an 
extended stay, Norman finds a new zest for life. 

Rounding out the strong cast are Michael Accardo as the chatty mail carrier with a goofy 
laugh and Michael McKay, the high-priced dentist who also knows a thing or two about 
extracting respect. 

The set, by Kurt Sharp, faithfully captures a getaway summer home. However, watching 
the characters mount its many steps made us weary, not to mention what it must have done 
to the perfonners. Ethel Thayer's good-natured observation still brings an inward chuckle, 
"My mind and my body are in a great race to see who can poop out first."

PZB says sure, OK, whatever. 

3. Neumann wanted the zoning ordi- 
nance amended to allow 7,800 square foot 
lots-PZB says sure, OK, whatever. 

4. Neumann wanted to amend the vil- 
lage's subdivision code to allow site specific 
sidewalk and block length plan to make these 
requirements fit what Neumann wants, not 
what the village has already set as the require- 
ment-PZB says sure, OK, whatever. 

5. Neumann wanted annexation and 
rezoning of the 55 acre site so they can do 
whatever they want-PZB says sure, OK, what- 
ever. 

Why not follow the Comprehensive Plan? 
What good are any of the laws or ordinances if 
they can be changed every time a "Neumann" 
wants changes. With one admirable exception 
(Frank Johnson), this board provided a virtual 
rubber stamp to Neumann. Just who is run- 
ning the Village of Antioch anyway? Why is the 
administration being told what to do by 
Neumann and his cohorts? Do we still have a 
mayor and board with any integrity at all? 

The mayor and the village board have a 



chance on Monday at their board meeting to 
do what the PZB failed so miserably at; how- 
ever, I fear mat the rubber stamp is going to 
get more work and this community will suffer 
greatly from the lack of foresight. The entire 
administration seems to be intimidated by 
Neumann's deep pockets and threats of litiga- 
tion. There are other forms of litigation they 
should consider-for example, mere have been 
residents who have sued their own villages for 
not properly serving the best interest of the 
people who elected mem, so the administra- 
tion could just be swapping one agenda of lit- 
igation for another. That remains to be seen. 
And as far as reelection-well, I wouldn't hold 
my breath if I were any of them. 

It is truly a sad day for the entire commu- 
nity, not just what lies within the "village lim- 
its," but for the entire township, and all com- 
munities facing this kind of rampant, 
unplanned and uncontrolled growth. It makes 
millionaires out of the Neumanns of this 
world and those who sell out their own com- 
munities, then retire to Florida or wherever. 

It is terribly shameful mat mere is no con- 
sideration given to the people who have lived 
and worked here, raised their families here, 
and have a truly genuine concern for their 
"hometown." Take a walk through the ceme- 
tery; look at the names of the oldest founders 
and settlers whose relatives still live here- 
those people must be turning over in their 
graves to see what is being done to this com- 
munity. I predict a forest of "For Sale" signs 
will begin cropping up all over mis town if its 
doomed to be come "Neumann-ized" without 
control.

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Special service area may undermine 
tax base, drive down values

While setting up "special service areas" 
might not officially cost the Village of Antioch 
anything as taxes are levied and liens placed 
on the individual properties, residents 
expressed concern that school taxes would 
suffer and property values decline. 

A public hearing was held to discuss set- 
ting up two special service areas, one for 
Deercrest and a second for Clublands, both to 
be developed by Neumann Homes. 

Laura Bilas, an attorney for Neumann 
Homes, explained mat there. would be no 
comeback on the village and that homeown- 
ers buying into the developments would likely 
be taxed an additional $1-2,000 on an annual 
basis for 30 years to pay off the cost of the 
bonds. She added that should the develop- 
ments fail, there would be either (or both) tax 
sales and foreclosures to cover the costs of the 
bonds. 

During public comment John Horan 
asked, "Why are we allowing the developer to 
do this? What does the village get? The devel- 
oper should pay for this. 'We'll sell you a 
house for $129,000 and then tax you 10 grand 
a year."' 

The money raised from these special 
assessed taxes would be used to pay for 
municipal service that may include: storm 



water management facilities, storm drainage 
systems and storm sewers, public water facili- 
ties, sanitary sewer facilities, roads, sidewalks 
and a multitude of other things. 

Trustee Bob Gaulfield said, "I hear these 
discussions about how much development 
costs and now this is going to pay for it, and 
it's not acceptable either." • . 

Asked and answered, potential home- 
owners will pay a lower base price for a house 
under this situation as the developer isn't lay- 
ing the money out for these services. 

Tom Groth raised the concern that 
Antioch's schools would get less tax money as 
the homes would have a lower assessed value 
because they are being sold for less money. 

Jack Fields, a realtor, explained that this 
scenario tends to cause property values to 
decrease because of the 30-year tax hanging 
over the property. "The first, or maybe the sec- 
ond, homeowner will get nailed," he said. 
People (interested in purchasing the house 
as a second or third buyer) will want these 
taxes paid off. It's a significant amount of 
money." 

Marc Lubkeman, who works as an invest- 
ment representative, got Bilas to admit that 
the bonds are unrated "junk" bonds that carry 
a lot of risk. 

Later he said, "This is going to add mil- 
lions in costs to the homeowners, and it will 
surely drive property values down."

With school back in session, a reminder 
about driving laws with regard to school buses 
and crosswalks is in order. 

Passing a school bus requires a mandato- 
ry court appearance. One or more offenses 
can result in either the suspension or revoca- 
tion of one s driver s license. 

According to Det. Daryl Youngs of the 
Antioch Police Department, the rules are 
based on whether or not children are present. 
One cannot pass a school bus if the arm is 
extended, if the buses are lined up wiUi chil- 
dren present. "A car must stop before meeting 
the bus (from eitiier direction, when children 
are present and the arm is out)," said Youngs. 
"This includes when you're on a private road 
or on school property." 

The exception to this rule is when one is 
coming from the opposite direction on a four- 
lane road or highway. 

With regard to crosswalks, whether 
school crosswalks or otherwise, Youngs said, 
"We are obligated to give pedestrians the 
right away."

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Area apple orchards not looking for a bumper crop this year

vid apple pickers may spend less 
time filling baskets and bags of fruit 
and more time tasting pastries 
indoors as an uncommonly cold and 
wet spring is squelching this season's crop. 

According to Alan Quig, manager of 
Quig's Apple Orchard in Mundelein, the 
harsh freeze in May prevented the bees from 
pollinating the apple trees, pressing the fami- 
ly-owned business to purchase 200 percent 
more apples than during a typical season to 
supplement its crop. He said the Quigs have 
bought additional bushels of apples from a , 
Michigan fruit farm in Eau Claire since 1968. 

"The crop itself is probably two to three 
percent of what is maybe considered a nor- 
mal crop," he said. 

• Mosbah Kushad, Department of Natural 
Resources professor, said Lake County isn't 
the only area suffering from a low apple crop. 
He said orchards north of the Champaign-: 
Urbana area including southern Wisconsin 
have less apples than usual. "It's a little bit of 
a problem." 

Kushad said there are three reasons that 
have contributed to this season's shortage: 
the natural "alternate bearing" of apple trees, 
which rotate between heavy crops and small- 
er ones, poor weather and especially low 
temperatures in the winter. 

"We had really bad weather, not good 
weather for the bees. The apples tend to do 
better if they cross-pollinate," said Kushad, 
who is also a University of Illinois fruit and 
vegetable specialist. 

Randy Graham, co-owner of Curtis 
Orchards, Ltd. in Champaign said the Lake 
County area was part of a pocket fruit 
orchards cast of Rockford to Lake Michigan 
"really got hammered" this year. 

Graham, who is also the president of the 
Illinois State Horticultural Society, said while 
Like County area's harvest is severely down,

apple crops areslightly lower across the state. 
Curtis Orchards, however, is producing a 
nearly full crop. 

"We're the exception. Most of the people 
I talked to are having a harder year," he said. 
"I talked to most (Illinois fruit growers) back 
. in June and they were very concerned they 
had a light crop — it was pretty patchy." 

Whether apple trees will be prematurely 
picked cleaned or not, Quigs Orchard is doing 
its best to plan ahead for an unpredictable 
picking season. Several varieties of pre-picked 
• apples will be on sale to supplement the 
lighter selection. Quig said while a new variety 
of apples can be picked in September, "It's to 
difficult to project when we open the orchard 
how long they'll last on the tree." 

According to Graham, it's becoming more 
difficult to find local pick-your-own farms 



with Illinois orchards are gradually drying up. 

"There's no incentive to get in the busi- 
ness. It's a huge capital expenditure and takes 
years to get going — eight to 10 years — It takes 
a lot of patience," he said. Graham said most 
owners who close their orchards are either 
• aging and don't have an heir to take over the 
business or sell their property to developers 
like Wauconda Orchard did last year. 

"The climate in all of agriculture has been 
difficult," he said. , 

. Last year Quig's planted 3,000 trees, 700 

of which were brand new. Quig said it takes 

two to three years before the trees begin to 

produce any apples and four to five years 

before a tree can be plentifully harvested.

Quig s isn t the only orchard Uiat was hit 
with a weak crop. Ziegler's Orchard in 
Grayslake is also experiencing the aftermath 



of May's frost. 

"It's the worst I've seen in 30 years," said 
owner Helga Ziegler who planted her first 
crop in 1973. She said other than harvesting 
only half bushel of apples the year she and 
her husband moved in, this season's crop is 
the poorest yet. 

According to Ziegler; the orchard is only 
-scheduled to be open the last two weekends 
of September, weather permitting or until 
the trees are picked over. She said either 
apple picking participating will plummet or 
people will pick the trees bare opening day. 

The Ziegler's are also providing other activi- 
ties for pickers who may not have much of an 
apple selection such as hayrides for $2.50 and a 
Country Store full of autumn decorative items. 
"This year every little tiling counts," she said. 
"The quality isn't bad, it's the quantity." • 

Similarly, the Quig family is also provid- 
ing alternative outdoor family activities 
despite fewer apples on the trees. 

. Quig said the orchard added two new 
attractions for visitors on Saturday and 
Sundays during September and October: a 
petting zoo including llamas, goats, sheep, 
duck and rabbits and a beer garden. 

Other formerly featured activities are 

hayrides around the farm, pony rides and a 
moonwalk for children. A haunted barn for 
. youth and adults is open during the day as 
well as a Children's Pumpkin House for kids 
ages 7 and under. All attractions are open 
from 10 a.m.-4 p.m. and cost $3 per person 
with the exception of the petting zoo, moon- 
walk and Children's Pumpkin House, which 
costs $2.50 per person. 

Quig said educational tours of the 
orchard are available to classrooms and 
other groups during the week and require 
reservations. The orchard is also open for 
birthday events. 

In light of the shorter crop, Quig said there 
is a minimum purchase of every two to three 
people who enter the orchard of one peck, 
$12, which holds 10-12 pounds of apples.

Libeftyville Police Det. Bob Uliks said the 
F.B.I, is developing information that well-* 
organized Russian car thieves are, in effect, 
"taking orders" for body shops and disrep- 
utable auto parts suppliers, for airbags for 
special makes and models.

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Groundbreaking envisioned for the spring 
of 2003 will signal a dramatic change in the 
way health care is delivered to a large segment 
of north Lake County. 

The beginning of a $32 million expansion 
program at the Victory Hospital location of 
Vista Health, a consolidation of Victory and St. 
Therese Hospital, will signal the eventual clos : # 
ing of the St. Therese facility on Washington ' 
Street. 

Speaking at the first of a series of informa- 
tion meetings for business, civic and political 
leaders, Tim Harrington, chairman and chief 
executive officer of Vista, said there will be a 

iJiroe-yctir period before St. Therese closes. 

Under the consolidation agreement, St. 
Therese can only be sold to a non-health relat- 
ed business. 

Taking time to recount tumultuous 
changes in health care costs and how econom- 
ic changes impacted on the two Waukegan 
hospitals, Harrington said leadership of the 
new Vista organization representing both hos- 
pitals decided Victory's north Waukegan loca- 
tion was "the best way to go for Vista." 

He said leaders of both hospitals as 

, embodied in Victory's Waukegan residents 
and officials of Provena, the last owner of the 
Catholic hospital opened in the 1920s, recog- 
nized that they "couldn't alTord to get involved 

• in a medical arms race." 

Architect Bill Steed, head of the design 
team transforming Victory, described design 
work now in progress. A 2005 completion is 
targeted for completion of merging two hospi- 

' tals. Steed is with Legate Architects of 
Waukegan that has achieved an international 
reputation for construction of hospitals, 
schools and other public buildings. 

Besides studying facilities, Steed said a 
..great emphasis was placed on changing 



demographics in northeast Illinois. A total of 
150 meetings was held with various focus 
groups. 

Pros and cons of both hospitals were eval- 
uated, according to Steed. While the St. 
Therese location has more physical space, the 
Victory site was selected for the future of Vista 
because of a "plug in" factor — ease of con- 
structing additions. "A better solution," Steed 
emphasized.

At the same time planning and construc- 
tion is taking place in Waukegan, Vista West, a 
full service hospital, will be being built at 
Lindenhurst. In services and operation, Vista 
West will be Very similar to the expanded and 
modernized Waukegan facility, which already 
is being referred to as Vista East. 

Steed pointed out the remodeled hospital 
will feature «n emergency room double in 

size. The laboratory will be overhauled. 
Operating rooms will be increased to 1 1. The 
second floor will have state-of-the-art facilities 
for women's needs, including a model post- 

partum section. 

There will be 156 medical/surgical beds, a 
downsizing that reflects shorter hospital stays. 
There Will be parking for 750 cars at the north 
side Waukegan site. 

In his remarks, Harrington pointed out 
that in recent years, St. Therese has had three 
different owners and three different CEO's. 
The decision of Provena leaders to withdraw 
from Waukegan was based on allocation of 

• capital needs of the hospitals and medical 
centers owned and operated by the Catholic 
organization. Alterations needed to refit St. 
Therese would have totaled $49 million, much 
more than funds needed for Victory. 

Harrington stressed Uiat leaders of both 
hospitals have much in common, especially 
with levels of service and commitment to the 
community. "We plank on being here another 
110 years," Harrington declared, referring to

ake County has one of the nation's most notable networks of 
youth courts, also known as teen courts, in which first-time 
offenders are sentenced by a jury of their peers. The more 
than 800 youth courts operating in district-level juvenile jus- 
tice systems, schools, and community-based organizations in 46 
states and the District of Columbia include branches in the Round 
Lake area, Wauconda, Fox Lake, Antioch/Lindenh'urst, and Warren 
Township (Gurnee). .

First-time offenders and their parents are fortunate, indeed, to 
experience teen court. It is a valuable resource in which sponsoring 
communities and participating agencies can take pride. We salute 
the youth courts. 
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esidency requirements, rules for public employees that you 
have to live where you work, are vistages of the past. In a 
culture and society where choice rules, the residency dic- 
tums are both out-of-style and counter productive. Happy 
and productive employees ought to be able to live where they 
choose.

A lot of residents of Woodland Consolidated School District are 
hot under the collar over the bloated salary being paid Supt. Dennis 
Conti, who has become one of the highest compensated public 
school officials in Illinois. An additional rub is that Conti resides in 
Wisconsin. This sounds like a case of "take die money and run." 
Not a good sign for beleagured taxpayers. 
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Foolishly, I charted my route 
for a cross county dash dur- 
ing morning drive time to a 
breakfast meeting along the 
time-honored maxim of "the short- 
est distance between two points is a 
straight line."

"Leave early," that 
turned out to be an excellent rec- 
ommendation. 

So die straightest line I could fig- 
ure out took me east bound on 
Route 60, by the south shore of 
Diamond Lake, through Vernon 
Hills on Route 45 to the Route 22 
connection at Lincolnshire and

park just east of 1-294. 

Litde did I know tiiat literally 
thousands of commuters travel the 
same route at die same time. 
Hitting the highway at die crack of 
6:45 o'clock on a delightful late 
summer morning with perfect dri- 
ving conditions, I felt confident I 
could easily arrive by 8 a.m. to 
enjoy a cup of coffee before the 
meedng was scheduled to start at 
8:15 a.m. 

First of a series of backups was at 
Ivanhoe where five roadways con- 
verge. Lots of congestion. Drive 
time was nearing a half hour when 
I inched past the Hawley Street \ • 
stoplight and Countryside Golf | 
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Club. Slow going at Midlothian 

Road and the left turns to 
Mundelein. Things eased a bit as 
Route 60 traffic veered off at Vemon 

Hills and I encountered Route 45 for 
a brief open road. About an hour en 
route, another backup at Milwaukee 
Ave. Connecting with Route 22 at 
the imposing Lincolnshire Village 
Hall was a three light experience, 
one of die worst bottlenecks in Lake 
County. 

Speakers were already speaking 
when I eased into my seat at 8:15. 
Approximately 20 miles in 90 min- 
utes. I missed wake-up coffee, but 
I was able to scan die morning 
paper during stops while inching 
along die highway. . 

No every-day commuter takes a 
straight line route. Dotiiey? I 
wondered which way would have 
been faster. Zig-zagging through 
Grayslake and Libertyville? 
Heading north to go south? Would 
scenic St. Mary's Road have provid- 
ed a worthwhile shortcut?

Probably spending some time and 
money on thejtollway would have 
cut drive time.

CLC head baseball coach Gene Hanson, 
through the sponsorship of Kansas City- 
based USA Athletes International, was set to 
lead a team of 15 Chicagoland college base- 
ball players on a two-week, seven-game tour 
of Italy against what Hanson thought would 
be college players. 

However, as Hanson and his troops 
learned, the team was up against much stiffer 
competition than had been anticipated. 

"We thought that we would be playing 
teams that were mostly college, with a few for- 
mer minor leaguers," said Hanson. "But actu- 
ally, the teams were mostly former minor lea- 
guers with just a few college-level players." 

In fact, the U.S. team was up against 
teams and players from an Italian profession- 
al league, in which 60 percent of the players 
are former minor and major leaguers. 

"We were in over our heads in some 
games both from a talent and expertise stand- 
point," said Hanson. 

Despite the fact that the U.S. team was 
playing teams whose average age was over 30, 
the kids held their own in the abbreviated 
five-game tour, as two games were cancelled 
due to inclement weather. 

The U.S. team won its first two games of 
the tour 20-0 over Rovrigo and 7-4 over 
Modena. Chris Draska picking up the com- 
plete-game win on the mound in the second 
game. Draska fanned eight batters while issu- 
ing only two free passes. 

The third game was a 12-1 blowout loss to 
a Bologna team that trotted out pitchers who 
threw in excess of 90 miles per hour. 

The U.S. team also lost the fourth game of 
the tournament to Remini by a 10-3 score. 

However, the team could have won the 
final game of the tour but came up short 
against Arizo 7-4. 

"Even though we got outplayed against 
Remini and Bologna," said Hanson; "we 
could have won three games." 

Still, the U.S. contingent came home with 
their iieads held high after a respectable 2-3 
finish against some of Italy's best. 

CLC was represented well by leading hit- 
ter George Fuchs (.470, two runs scored, RBI); 
former player Brett McCollum (.277, four runs 
scored, four RBI) and catcher Jason Schuler 
(.250, six runs scored, three RBI, 50 percent of 
runners thrown out). 

Lancer players Draska (.230, two runs 
scored, two RBI) and Russ Schaibly (.153) 
struggled at times but still contributed to the 

team. 

"It was an outstanding experience both 
baseball wise as well as culturally," said 
Hanson. "The towns were nice, the people 
were nice and the culture was the icing on the 
cake. And I'm extremely proud of the CLC 
players and the whole team in general 
because of their conduct and attitude." 

In fact, Hanson enjoyed the trip to Italy so 
much he has agreed to lead another U.S. team 
to the German Open in July, 2003. 

Women's soccer 

A strong start to their 2002 campaign has 
propelled the College of Lake County wom- 
an's soccer team in the direction of yet 
another conference title and run at the state 
championship. 



Although the season is only five games 
young, all indications point to CLC having the 
weapons to become one of the top teams 
in the state for the third consecutive year. 
"We're deeper, much deeper this year. 
Overall I think we have a better team," 
said head coach Dave Beck. "I think it's 
the best team we've ever had here, but 
only time will tell if that's an accurate 
assessment."

"Our first goal this year is to defend our 
Skyway championship, our second goal is to 
go further into the state tournament this 
year," said Beck. "We lost to state champion 
Harper in the semifinals last year 2-1, and it 
was just a heartbreaker." 

With five strong returning sophomores 
this season, the experience and leadership nee- 
essary to travel far into die playoffs is there. To 
go along with a strong sophomore core, CLC 
will add five strong freshmen to die mix. 

"I love sophomores," said Beck. "They've 
been down the road, they no the field and 
they know die teams we have to face."

Willi playing Wcstosha Central (WI) in tradition- 
al early non-conference action over the past few 
years, the Grant Community High varsity football 
team has certainly gotten accustomed to a variety of 
cheese aroma's that seem to fill the air in America's 
Dairyland State.

Village officials agreed 
to rezoning the current location from residen- 
tial to commercial to accommodate the new 
clinic. They also agreed to a sales price of 
$630,000. 

The Lake County Health Clinic has out- 
grown its current site in Round Lake Park and 
has been looking for a new facility. A site in 
Lake Villa on Route 59 was scrapped when 
users protested rural location and lack of pub- 
lic transportation to get there. Statistics show 
67 percent of the clinic users come from Avon 
Township. 

The Lake County Health Department 
must approve the purchase and paperwork is 
still to be drawn up, said Mayor Rich Hill. He 
expects to close at the end of January, with a 
rent back option, just in case the new village 
hall on Hook Drive is not complete yet.

Iflfce County files its 5 millionth document 



The Lake County Recorder of Deeds' 
Office officially recorded document No. 
5,000,000, on Wednesday, Sept. 4 at 10 a.m., 
celebrating with a party and gifts for the Lake 
County resident who filed the record-setting 
document, almost 158 years after the first one 
was filed. 

• Lake County's first known recording, writ- 
ten in a large ledger book, was'a warranty deed 
transferring 15 acres in Newport Township on 
October 1, 1844. 

The millionth document was recorded 
114 years later on Aug. 5, 1958, while it took 
just 21 years to file a million more — on June 
12, 1979. The Recorder of Deeds' Office filed 
its three millionth record in 1991, and only six 
years later recorded document number four 
million. 

"This is certainly a testament to the vast 
growth in Lake County, as well as very low and 
manageable interest rates over the past few 
years," said Lake County Recorder of Deeds 
Mary EUen Vanderventer. 

"While our office is responsible for 
recording all land related documents, there 
are a host of other filings," Vanderventer said. 
"We record military discharge papers, wills 
and even prenuptial agreements." 

According to Vanderventer, her office 
completed a computer upgrade allowing staff 
to record and process documents more quick- 
ly and efficiently. Improved effic J ency allowed 
the office to generate nearly $26 nfcf'in in rev- 
enue for Lake County over the past five years. 

"The recent computer upgrade has kept the 
Recorder of Deeds' Office on the cutting edge, 
and they have shown a dedication to listening 
to their customers to improve their business 
practices," said Lake County Administrator 
Barry Burton. "Increased revenue generated by 
the Recorder's office allows the county to

improve programs and services for residents 
without overburdening taxpayers." 

The Recorder of Deeds' Office expects to 
break another record this year thanks in part 
to their computer upgrade. Newly stream- 
lined procedures enable the office to record 
and process nearly 1,500 documents every 
day, which should allow the office to break the 
all-time record for yearly recordings in 
October. 

The Recorder of Deeds' Office records, 
archives and retrieves all documents submit- 
ted to be recorded. The office processes an 
average of 1,000 transactions daily. Most of 
these transactions involve real estate transfers 
of people Who have purchased a home or 
property.

The defendant would 'never have revealed it, if 
not for the divorce." 

Strickland said that former ' 
supervisor Grever had a statutory 
obligation to report all debts owed 
to die township, even though the 
statute may not exactly state town- 
ship.

"The, supervisor is not required 
to show debt They did not prove 
official misconduct.

CLC approves budget for 2003 
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College of Lake County's board approved 
a $56.48 million operating budget for. fiscal 
year 2003 following a public hearing. The bal- 
anced budget represents a 3.54 percent 
increase in expenditures over last year's bud- 
get of $54.55 million. 

. "The new budget reflects increases in 
salaries and costs for medical insurance, 
equipment, campus maintenance and opera- 
tion," said Jim Rock, vice-president of admin- 
istrative affairs and the college's chief financial 
officer. "On the revenue side, the budget 
reflects increases in assessed valuations in 
Lake County, earnings from investments and 
revenue from a $1 per credit hour tuition 
increase," Rock noted. 

In other actions, the board passed resolu- 
tions approving the purchase and remodeling 
of property in Waukegan for a University 
Center of Lake County site and for the 
approval of the project by the Illinois 
Community College Board (ICCB). 

The board's actions, taken in accord with a 
resolution passed by the Illinois Board of 



Higher Education in establishing the 
University Center, are the next steps toward 
finalizing the purchase and remodeling of 
property at 1 N. Genesee St. 

Subject to the approval of the ICCB, pur- 
chase of the 27,000-square-foot building will 
cost- $550,000 and renovations will cost an 
estimated $2.7 million. The University Center 
will lease the building and occupy approxi- 
mately one-third of the available space. 

Tenants for the remaining space are cur- 
rently being identified. In grants, the board 
accepted three grants from the Illinois 
Community College Board totaling more than 
$1.47 million. The largest of these grants was a 
$1.1 million grant to fund the college's adult, 
basic education, ESL, GED, literacy, public 
assistance and vocational skills training pro- 
grams.

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exactly that situation and usually, it is a 
little of both. Usually we see a very good 
prognosis with something like this. Keep 
in mind that I have not met your child 
and don't know the history. This kind of 
thing usually begins as a processing 
speed issue/multi-tasking issue that the 
child is sensitive to. The child realizes 
that he or she is working more slowly 
than others around him or her or the 
child realizes that he or she cannot inte- • 
grate the information as well as others. 
That leads to stress which in turn leads 
to slower performance. It's like a vicious 
cycle that needs to be broken in order for 
the child to feel better and perform bet- 
ter. 

I usually start by vigorously training 
the processing speed, memory and 
multi-tasking of each child who meets 
with me. To explain processing speed 
and memory, I will compare it to RAM 
and microprocessors in a computer. For 
those of you that are not computer savvy, 
RAM stands for Random Access Memory 
and it is thing that creates the multi-task- 
ing abilities of a computer. Anyone who 
has ever tried to work with multiple pro- 
grams at once or multiple "windows" at 
once on the computer knows what multi- 
tasking is. A computer with low multi- 
tasking abilities brings up a screen line 
by line or stalls out when too many pro- 
grams are operating. A machine with 
good RAM can open many windows at 
once, can display the screen all at once 
and can handle lots of information at one 
time. The better or higher the RAM is, the 
more information the computer can use 
at the same time. The microprocessor 
controls the speed of the computer and 
the better the microprocessor, the faster 
the computer is at processing the infor- 
mation. Our brains our very similar to 
this. You have to have the speed and the 
memory to be able to multi-task and the 
ability to multi-task flawlessly is what 
decreases or does away with the stress. 
That's really it in basic terms. In fact, I 
will go as far as saying that most of the 
kids I have had come in for so called 
"attention" problems are usually having 
problems with processing speed and 
memory. When the speed and memory 
are not as good as they could be, these 
kids lose interest. They aren't getting to 
the end point fast enough and therefore, 
get lost along the way. I usually success- 
fully improve this type of thing just by 
improving the processing speed, memory 
and ability to multi-task or handle multi- 

w 

pie things at once through specific prac- 
tice. 

The stress part usually fades on it's 
own once these kids realize that with 
some practice they can work faster and 
can do much better. Of course, the less 
time the stress has had to build up, the 
easier it is to unravel, but that does not 
mean that kids who have had stress for a 
long time are not able to be helped. Even 
adults can change this pattern and com- 
pletely turn around their style of learning 
with the right practice. So, don't panic. 
It's never too late to change it, but of 
course, the earlier the better. Sometimes, 
when stress is part of it, kids are accused 
of having an "emotional problem" when 
the underlying root cause has always 
been a cognitive processing issue that *. 
needs to be unraveled, practiced and 
ultimately fixed.

The supply of qualified candidates, and the demamffor Iheir skills, are 

iwo of the factors thai effect salary negotiation strategy. Another is die 
industry In which one works. Someone working for a nonprofit organ- 
ization Is typically paid less than someone working for a leading edge 
technology company. Ibu good recruiters In good companies under- 
stand these factors. 
Most good organizations are looking for long term employee relation- 

-. ships. They want to keep their good employees. In order to keep their 
good employees they need lo compensate them fairly or a. competitor 
will hire them. Therefore, these companies want to pay each employee 
accurately for his or her skill set 
Subsequently, die real job of the job search Is twofold. Firstly, we need 

, lo make sure that a future employer understands all of our assets (skills 
and experience) and our liabilities (areas for future growth, preferences 

' etc.) Then we need lo be sure dial we arc considering a good company. 
Assuming diosc goals will be accomplished, we can create a salary nego- 
tiation strategy. Bui first we need to understand some simple ground 
rules for a salary negotiating salary- Here they are: 

• Complete Honesty - When asked to give salary history give It 
completely and accurately. When asked your current salary in an inter- 
view, stale It. However, if there are cxlcnuaUng circumstances stale diem 
before giving the accurate Information. For example, If you have worked 
for a non-profit organization lei diem know dial, if you are making a 
change In life style (I.e., marriage, starling a family) slate dial because ll 
'will explain why you could accept pay below your value. Anyone who 

expects openness and honesty from an employer needs lo lie open and 

honest with diem. 

• Do Research - The Internet lias a plethora of Information on 
salaries. Gel ll before you start die Job search. Then subtly, let die 
recruiter know that you have dial information. In die pasi recruiters had 
access lo much more of this information than candidates. Although the 
scales arc still sliglidy lipped in llielr favor, we mere mortals now have 
much more InformaUon than In die past. 

• Do Not Play Games - There are those who advise evasive lech* 
niqucs. Some dial 1 have heard Include avoiding giving a salary history 
or current salary information if possible. Others suggest not sharing 
salary requirements until the recruiters give the salary range. 1 think 
these are good ideas for (hose who want lo work in an environment of 
mistrust between employees and management. Those of us who want to 
work In an environment of mutual trust should not destroy dial environ- 
ment before we start a Job. 

Now dial we know* the present environment and the ground rules, we 
can explore how lo create die salary negotiating strategy in the nexl col- 
umn.
